Many Cities and Settlements 
Leveled in the Remote 
Province of Kansu. 


MOUNTAIN BURIES TOWN 


London, July 28 (A.P.).—What is con- 
sidered without doubt one of the 
world’s greatest catastrophes occurred 
May 23 last in the remote province of 
Kansu, China, when towns and cities 
were leveled by a’ great earthquake, 
with the casualties placed as high as 
100,000. 

The Westminstét Gazette’s Shanghai 
correspondent sends the first detailed 
| news of the earthquake, which came in 
the form of a letter from Mgr. Budden- 
brock, vicar apostolic of the Steyl Mis- 
sion at Lanchow, Kansu. No report of 
the catastrophe previously had reached 
Shanghai owing to the total destruc- 
tion of telegraphic and postal services. 

Mer. Buddenbrock describes how the 
cities of Sisiang, Liangchow and Kulang 
| were wiped out in the twinkling of an 
|eye. At Liangchow alone, he says, at 
least 10,000 were killed. The city of 
| Pasnesee was completely wrecked and 
buried beneath a moving mountain.

FIREWORKS EXPLODE; 
CAUSE WIDE DAMAGE. 


Three Persons Hurt; Two 
Plants Wrecked and 60 
Buildings Suffer. 


North Bergen, N. J., July 28 (A.P.).— 
A series of explosions here late today 
‘reduced two fireworks plants to ruins, 
| causing total damage estimated at $10,- 
| 000, shattered windows in private dwell- 
ings and apartments for more than a 

| mile about the place. 
| Three persons were injured the 
blast. Damage to 60 homes and busi- 
ness places was reported. 

The plants were owned by August 
Santori. Workmen had placed chem- 
icals to dry outside of the first shack 
while they went to the second shack, 
20 feet away, to complete fireworks or- 
dered for a church celebration. The 
heat of the’sun, they said, ignited the 
chemicals, the flames spreading to the 
first shack, which blew up almost in-

| ‘The Favorite was raised tonight 
by dredges, and five more bodies, three 
children and two women, were discov- 
‘ered in the back part of the upper 
cabin. A later search resulted in find- 
ing the bodies of a girl and a boy, 
about 14. Searchers said they were 
satisfied no more bodies were in the 
craft. 

The Favorite, a two-deck gasoline 
boat 64 feet long with a capacity of 
158, left the Lincoln Park pier early in 
the afternoon for a cruise to the Mu- 
tficipal pier, 3 miles distant. The boat 
was about a mile from the pier and 
half a mile offshore when the squall 
came ‘up. 

Capt. Arthur Olsen, who was arrest-

Sheriff Borden, who has been direct- 
ing the hunt, said he belleved the men 
and women had found a forester’s trall 
and had sneaked out through Baugh- 
man‘s Gap on the West Virginia side 
of the mountain ridge. From there, he 
theorized, they went on in the direction 
of the town of Rio. Baughman’s Gap, 
it was revealed, had not been guarded 
since Tuesday night. 

The sheriff admitted that he had 
neither seen nor heard anything on 
which to base his conviction that his 
quarry had escaped: “He just felt it." 
It is possible he is wrong, the sheriff 
said, so he will hold himself in readi- 
ness to dash into the mountains if 
anybody reports seeing the fugitives. 

There are some here who do not agree 
with the sheriff. If the quartet had 
entered the mountains escaped, these 
men say, they would either steal an au- 
tomobile or compel somebody to give 
them a “lift... Thus far no reports of 
this kind have been received. These 
game men find 
the girls could have made the journey 
over the mountains. 


Safe in Mountains. 


It would seem that the bandits are 
in greater danger from being arrested 
outside the mountains than in the 
mountains, because their descriptions 
have been broadcast all over Virginia 
and West Virginia and beyond.

W BOATS CAPS 


Passengers Tear at Clothes 
of Others in Frantic 
Fight for Lives. 


RESCUE YACHT NEARLY 
SUNK IN THE STRUGGLE 


Whimpering of Children at 
Storm Changed to Wild 
Screams for Help. 


Chicago, July 28.—Lightning and 
thunder, choking cries of the dying 
and screams for help by those in peril 
added to the horror of the sinking of 
the excursion boat Favorite here today. 

As the story was told by officers of 


the Favorite, by spectators, and by 
some of those rescued, this is what 
happened: 

At 3:30 o’clock the Favorite, loaded 
with its cargo of rollicking children 
and their holiday-bent mothers, shoved 
off’ from the dock at the foot of 
Fullerton avenue, in Lincoln Park. 

Bright sunshine played down upon 
them, and the cooling breeze which 
set up as the craft gained momentum 
was a welcome relief to the sweltering 
passengers. 


Gale Strikes Without Warning. 


As the boat progressed toward the 
pier, running about a mile from shore, 
dark clouds came up. Suddenly a 
gale struck without warning, whipping 
up waves and whining through the 
boat windows and rails. 

Lightning flashed and thunder 
crashed. In that moment a squall, al- 
most attaining cyclonic proportions, 
struck the little boat. A burst of rain 
pounded the faces of those who sat or 
stood on the shore side. 

Terrified, these ran to the opposite 
rail, and all huddled there away from 
the storm. Children clung whimpering 
to their mothers, and the latter, still 
unaware of real danger, comforted their 
little ones. ‘ 

But the rush of all the passengers 
to the one side had weighted it heavily 
there and it listed. 

The gale increased and it was causing 
the boat to list still further. As the 
craft careened, a wave rose nearly to the 
rail, then receded. Another struck, and 
it engulfed the lower deck and flooded 
the craft with water. 


Craft Suddenly Topples. 


Suddenly, while the whimperings of 
the children gave way to the frantic 
screams of both the children and their 
mothers, the Favorite toppled over, 
hurling its human freight into the 
water. 

Children and mothers were torn apart 
in the mele-, as all sought wildly to 
save themselves. Some clung to the 
boat and were drowned. Some were 
caught in the boat’s gear and drowned. 
Some, flung out from the craft and 
unable to swim, drowned. The surface 
of the water was alive with those who 
could swim, many of them children 
paddling bravely, knowing not where to 
swim, but just keeping above water. 

Still the rain beat down in torrents, 
and the thunder and lightning crash- 
ed an dadded to the horror and dis- 
tress. 

W. A. Hofnauer, president of the 
Chicago Waste Co., was cruising nearby 
in his yacht, the Doris, with friends. 
He saw The Favorite was in distress. 
Then a burst of lightning showed it 
was sinking, and he ordered the cap- 
tain to put for it with all speed. 


Carry Victims to Shore, 


Pulling victims from the water as 
quickly as they could, the men on the 
yacht got a load and set out for the 
municipal pier. 

There they took on President Coath, 
of the board of education; Health 
Commissioner Herman N. Bun- 
desen, and other officials, who, learn- 
wn of, the tragedy, had hurried to the 
pier. 

Returning to the scene of the trag- 
edy, they continued the work of res- 
cue, in which they had been joined by 
many others in a number of boats 
which had been rushed to the spot. 

As they did so the storm lifted as 
suddenly as it had broken, and the 
sun came out to cheer the sufferers. 

As soon as news of the tragedy was 
broadcast over the city hundreds of 
relatives, whose kin had gone holiday- 
making, and had not returned, started 
@ search for them, and soon a fearful 
tour of the undertaking establishments 
was begun. 


Crowds View Kescue Work. 


A huge crowd of milling persons 
gathered at North avenue to watch the 
rescuers bringing in the bodies. Others 
lined the shore from Fullerton avenue 
south to the pier. 

Traffic became so dense that no mo- 
tion was possible around the North ave- 
nue zone, and mounted policemen were 
summoned to clear the streets to per- 
mit the ambulances and the fire squads 
avenues of approach and egress. 

“Aboard the Favorite there was pan- 
demonium, when we reached it,” said 
Mr. Hofnauer. “They were mostly 
women and children. Everybody was 
shouting and weeping and tugging at 
each other. ‘Save my child, save my 
mother, save my father’ that’s all we 
heard. 

“Some of them tore at each other 
and ripped away clothing in their 
frantic efforts to get aboard the Doris. 
Others couldn’t be persuaded to leave 
the sinking hulk until they found 
their relatives. We had to fight with 
many and carry them off by force. 


Men, Exhausted, of Little Help. 


“The men were so exhausted from 
fright and being in the water that they 
couldn’t help us at all. After 45 
minutes we knew there was no hope 
for those between decks so we cut 
away and started for shore, leaving 
Capt. Olson, the only live man on the 
sunken boat. 

“Then we had a near panic. With 60 
crying, frightened, hysterical, half- 
drowned maniacs packed on the decks 
and stuffed like sardines in the cabin, 
the Doris settled in the water and 
listed until we were in danger of 
capsizing. 

“*Trim the ship!’ l1* ordered, ‘trim 
the ship or we'll sink!’ With the help 
of a young priest and a couple of the 
other. survivors who weren’t quite 
crazy we got them all to stand still 
and came on safely. 

“We didn’t have a radio sending set, 
and we wouldn’t have had time to 
use one anyway,’ he continued. “After 
it was all over we wondered why some- 
body on shore hadn’t seen us and 
notified the Coast Guard, but I guess 
Ww. were too far out. 

“Cap. Olson, of the Favorite, isn't to 
blame. We had a more seaworthy boat, 
and for five minutes we didn’t know 
whether we could weather the gale 
ourselves.”

Small craft, with their burden of vic- 
tims, still were coming in to shore along 
a two-mile strip of beach two hours 
after the accident. More than 50 boats, 
many of them moored in Belmont har- 
bor, hurried to the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


Accident Occurs Suddenly. 


Capt\ Olsen said the accident oc- 
curred so suddenly he barely had time 
to escape from the wheelhouse. 

“The squall came up so quickly that 
all the passengers ran over to one side 
of the boat, causing it to turn com- 
pletely over,” he said. “I left the 
wheel as fast as 1 could, grabbed my 
knife and cut the cords holding the 
life preservers. Then I cut the cords 


of the lifeboat and threw the life pre- 
servers into the water where the strug- 
gling passengers could reach them. 

“The squall that hit us was the fierc- 
est that I have encountered in my 
twenty years on Lake Michigan.” 

The accident today is similar vo that 
of the ill-fated Eastland which turned 
over in the Chicago River twelve years 
ago this month and cost more than 
800 lives. This accident also was 
caused, it was decided, by several hun- 
dred passengers rushing to one side of 
the vessel to observe some object in 
the water. 


Girl, 18, Is a Heroine. 


Opal Hilton, 18 years old, visiting 
here from Hugo, Okla., was the heroine 
of the disaster. The girl managed, to 
save four small children, including the 
10-year-old daughter of Capt. Olsen, 
before becoming exhausted herself. 

A 16-year-old boy rescued his father 
and tried in vain to save his mother, 
who already was dead of shock, it de- 
veloped when George Holmes, of Ber- 
wyn, Ill., recovered from exhaustion at 
a hospital. 

His mother, Mrs. Fannie Holmes, was 
dead and his father, Charles Holmes, 
an insurance broker in Chicago, is ex- 
pected to live. 

“We were all standing on the lower 
deck when .the terrific rainstorm start- 
ed,” the boy said. “Everybody rushed 
to the east side of the boat to get out 
of the rain. I saw the boat listing, so 
I ran to the west side. 


Threw Out Life Preservers. 


“Just as I shouted to my parents, 
the boat went over. I grabbed a life 
preserver and threw it to my father, 
who was the first to come up. Then 
I threw another to my mother, but she 
did not see it. I believe she was dead 
then. My father stayed in’ the water 
and I stayed on the boat, and we pulled 
my mother onto the side of the boat.” 

E. A. Berntt, a Chicagoan, managed 
to save his wife and 6-year-old child 
as his mother died in his arms. He 
clung to a rail of the overturned boat, 
holding his mother while his wife and 
daughter clung to his other arm. His 
wife succeeded in keeping herself and 
child above the water. His mother 
was dead when a relief boat carried 
them ashore. 

After seeing his wife and two chil- 
dren depart for the cooling trip up 
the lake, L. B. Hendricks, of Sterling, 
Ill., sat down on the shore and watched 


the craft as it got under way, and was 
still watching when the squall struck, 
turning it over. 


Finds Their Three Bodies. 


When the first relief boat came 
ashore, Hendricks rushed aboard and 
collapsed when he saw the bodies of 
his wife and children lying on the 
deck, Hendricks had brought his fam- 
ily to Chicago especially to make a lake 
trip. 

Although the forefinger of his right 
hand had been cut off, when he was 
pitched through the glass window of 
a cabin as the ‘Favorite went down, 
Leo Soboth, 45-year-old skipper of the 
motor launch, the U. 8S. A. rescued 
four children from drowning. Soboth 
was having a joy ride on the Favorite 
and his own launch was moored at the 
pier. As he was thrown into the water 
he saw close to him the struggling 
forms of the children. The two smallest 
ones he told to take hold of his shirt. 
He swam to a boat nearby and placed 
them in it, then swam over to the 
two other children, put them in it also 
and climbed into it himself. It was 
too small to hold any more, so he 
paddled it to a motor boat which was 
approaching. When they arrived at the 
municipal pier he carried the young: 
sters to the pulmotors and after they 
had been revived went to.a nurse and 
had his hand bandaged. 

It was the motor boat Doris that con- 
tributed largely to the rescue. It is 
owned by William A. Hofnauer, wealthy 
president of a Chicago waste company. 
With his secretary, Gilbert O’Brién, and 
Warren Corning, president of the War- 
ren Corning Co., he was en route to 
Wilmette, a North Shore suburb. 


Ghastly Scene, He Says. 


Mr. Hofnauer and O’Brien sped their 
launch to the scene of disaster, stripped 
and plunged into the lake. 

“We took the children first,” Mr. 
Hofnauer said. ‘There seemed to be 
scores in the water. It was ghastly. 
Some of the babies were corpses by the 
time we got there. Mothers were 
struggling frantically to reach their 
youngsters, many of them dead. 

“We seized the :iving ones and swam 
to our launch where Mr. Corning 
pulled them aboard. We dived to “iber- 
ate those imprisoned below deck. 

“We loaded the launch until it 
seemed would sink. We must have had 
50 aboard. Then we headed for the 
municipal pier. It was there that 
mothers missed their children and 
parentiess babies cried in panic and 
sorrow.”

Hesse to officially repri- 
mand Taylor. 

W. H. Wahly, chairman of the trial

ACTION ON JUNKING SOON 


(Associated Press.) 

Final action on the proposed scrap- 
ping of 129 ships, now laid up in vari- 
ous ports of the country, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, will be taken by 
the Shipping Board when it meets Au- 
gust 9. 

The board reaffirmed previous action 
on operation of American merchant 
lines and voted that no reallocation of 
any of the ships should be effected. 

Advertising for sale of the American 
Palmetto Line, which operates a fleet 
of ten ships between south Atlantic 
ports of the United States and Europe, 
was postponed until May 31, 1928. In- 
vestigation of the proposal to sell the 
line revealed that advertising it at this 
time would tend to disturb the move- 
ment of cotton from Southern States 
to Europe during the busy season, the 
Shipping Board said. 

The Shipping ‘Board voted to accept 
an offer of $186,000 submitted by R. 
W. Malone, of Washington, for the S. 8S. 
Eastern Victor, to be used in coastwise 
trade. 

An offer of $285,000 for the steam- 
ships Western Glen and West Mead 
also was accepted from the Oregon 
Steamship Corporation, of Portland, 
Oreg. 


Mr. Malone, 806 Seventeenth street 
northwest, purchaser of the Eastern 
Victor from the Shipping Board, said 
last night he was the authorized agent 
for the Dimon Steamship Corporation, 
of New York. 

Mr. Malone recently purchased the 
steamships Westmount and West Helix 
from the Shipping Board for the Di- 
mon Steamship Corporation, which is 
headed by C. L. Dimon, of New York, 
According to Mr. Malone, the ships are 
in the James River above Norfolk and 
will be put into operation within the 
next 60 days and will be used in coast- 
wise trade.

West Indies Runners Active.

The schooner’s sister ship, the Jotanna, 
has been held at San Juan after her 
seizure in Porto Rican waters while 
carrying a load of liquor. 

Both craft operated out of Curacao, 
in the Dutch West Indies, which is said 
to be one of the chief sources from 
which whisky, wines and liquors are 
smuggled into the two American West 
Indies possessions. 


THREE MEN TRAPPED 
IN GAMBLING RAIDS 


Dozen Places Entered in Ac- 
tion by Police Squad to 
Halt Gaming. 


A series of raids on alleged gambling 
establishments in the Northwest sec- 
tion yesterday netted a Second Pre- 
cinct police raiding squadron three 
prisoners. .A dozen establishments 
were invaded, but no action was taken 
by the police in places where games 
were not in progress.

CASUALTY AMBULANCES 
DADERED 10 GUT SPEED 


15-Mile Rate Decreed After 
Hesse Threatens to 
Arrest Drivers. 


RESULT OF COMPLAINTS 


Speed of Casualty Hospital ambu- 
lances was ordered reduced to 15 miles 
an hour last night after Dr. Joseph 
D. Rogers, superintendent of the in- 
stitution, had received a letter from 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 


police, in which he threatened to have 
ambulance drivers who violated the 
speed laws arrested, just as are ordinary 
motorists. The legal speed limit be- 
tween intersections is 22 miles an hour. 

Maj. Hesse’s action was taken after 
receipt of numerous complaints from 
citizens. lt was asserted in these com- 
plaints that ambulances speeded 
through the streets, endangering the 
lives of pedestrians and other motor- 
ists. The complaints also mentioned 
the screaming sirens of the ambulances 
and said that the noise should be cut 
down. 

It is understood that a letter similar 
to that which brought action from 
Dr. Rogers has been sent to the su- 
perintendents of Emergency and Freed- 
men’s Hospitals, but it was asserted at 
these institutions last night that the 
letters had not been received. 

Dr. Rogers in his order to ambulance 
drivers states: “Care should be exer- 
cised that the speed of ambulances 
shafl not exceed 15 miles an hour be- 
tween intersections, and 8 miles an 
hour at crossings. If a driver is caught 
traveling at a greater rate of speed he 
shall be personally responsible for the 
fine imposed. Drivers also are warned 
that sirens should be sounded only 
when necessary.”

Berardelli, widow of Alessandro Berar- 
delli, who was shot and killed when 
armed men held up a shoe company 
Paymaster. Berardelli was acting as 
guard for Frederick Parmenter, the pay- 
master, who was also killed. 

The Sacco-Vanzetti defense commit- 
tee tonight made public a telegram it 
had received from Mrs. Berardelli, now 
a resident of New Haven, Conn. The 
message said: 

“I thought you would like to know 
that I have today sent the following 
telegram to Gov. Alvan T. Fuller: 

“"I am one of the two who suffered 
most from the Braintree murder. I 
lost my husband and the father of my 
two children, but I would be sorry 
to have two innocent men put to death. 

“‘I have always doubted that Sacco 
and Vanzetti were guilty, and I hope 
that you will free them and let them 
go to their families.’ ”’ 


Men Growing Weaker. 


Friends who visited Sacco and Van- 
zetti at the Charlestown State Prison 
tonight said the men were beginning to 
show unmistakable signs of their long 


hunger strike. Both, these friends said, 
appeared to be weak and listless. Gov. 
Fuller, whose advisory committee com- 
pleted an independent investigation of 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case this week and 
now is considering its report, will hear 
arguments of defense counsel tomor- 
row in his own personal investigation. 

The advisory committee which has 
been reviewing the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
visited Gov. Fuller at the State house 
again today. The visit of the three, 
President A. Lawrence Lowell, of Har- 
vard; President Samuel W. Stratton, of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
and Robert Grant, former probate 
judge, late yesterday afternoon gave 
rise to reports that their opinion had 
been given the governor. Their reap- 
pearance this morning indicated, how- 
ever, that their work was not yet at an 
end. Gov. Fuller continued his inde- 
pendent investigation of the case for 
an hour before receiving the commit- 
tee. 

The advisory committee left the 
statehouse after being in conference 
with the governor for an hour and a 
quarter. None of the members would 
make any comment, and Gov. Fuller 
likewise was silent.

London, July 28.—Britain and Amer- 
lca are separated by something wider 
than the Atlantic Ocean, and that is 


the comfortable delusion that they un- 
derstand each other. 

The common history, the common 
law, the common language, the com- | 
mon aspirations, all these are supposed | 
to bind the so-called Anglo-Saxon na- | 
tions into a fellowship possible between | 
no other two nations in the world.

And 
they use the same lingo and have a 
cheery comradeship about it and are 
convinced they are brothers of the same 
dye. Similarly, British conservatives 
go to America, are entertained most 
handsomely by their conservative coun- 
terparts and believe they have been 
among their own kind.

For the British state today offers the 
best example in the world of an ad- 
vanced stage of redistributing wealth 
(Russia excepted), and it is governed 
by Tories, and Tories are not only doing 
nothing to change the system, they ini- 
tiated part of it. 

No party can govern in England 
which is not, according to this concep- 
tion of radicalism, red. Did not even 
Winston Churchill, on becoming Tory 
chancellor of the exchequer, introduce 
widows’ pensions? And what are wid- 
Ows’ pensions but a method of taking 
money from the wealthy, who bear the 
brunt of taxation and of giving it to 
the needy poor? 

What is the record of this Tory gov- 
ernment in this matter of redistribut- 
ing wealth?

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Chamberlain Expects Step 
Forward in Disarmament 


Slight Progress All That Can Be Looked For—Reveals 
That British Program Antedates Invita- 
tion to Arms Parley. 


London, July 28 (A.P.).—With per- 
haps a prophetic eye to what was pass- 
ing today at Geneva, Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, secretary for foreign affairs, 
took advantage of the general debate 
on foreign affairs in the House of Com- 
mons to renew his protestations of ab- 
horrence at the mere idea o* any quar- 
rel between United States and Great 
Britain. 

Charlies Trevelyan, Laborite, had 
opened the debate with advocacy of all- 
round arbitration to precede disarma- 
ment, declaring that the government 
was beginning at the wrong end, The 
conference the world wanted, he said, 
was one between M. Briand, Ambassa- 
dor Houghton and word Cecil, repre- 
senting, respectively, France, United 
States and Great Britain, and Britain 
should make a great gesture of disarma- 

nent by boldly offering to abolish all 
capital ships, if the other nations were 
ready to follow. 

Commander Kenworthy, Liberal, was 
of the opinion that the nation had not 
learned the lesson of the great war. 

“We may be at the beginning of a 
situation with the United States simi- 
lar to that begun with Germany in 
1903,” he said. “It took twelve years 
for the seed then sown to germinate. 
Seed may be in the process of sowing 
at this moment in Switzerland. I hope 
not, but there is need for great patience 
on all sides.” 

The foreign secretary in the course 
of his reply, which ranged over many 
topics, including China and Russia, 
dealt chiefly with disarmament, with 


particular reference to the relations 


between the United States and Great 
Britain. 

“The last thing | am willing to con- 
template is that failure (at Geneva) 
should lead to anything like a quar- 
rel,” he said. “Let us agree as friends 
if we can; let us differ as friends if 
agreement be impossible. The friendli- 
est attitude throughout has been pre- 
served.” 

Proceeding, Sir Austen deprecated Mr. 
Trevelyan’s impatience with the slow 
progress of disarmament. He feared 
that such a challenging, dramatic offer 
as Mr. Trevelyan suggested was more 
likel to bring refusal than acceptance.

that the United States insisted on re- 
taining freedom to build cruisers ca- 
pable of mounting batteries of 8-inch 
guns. 

British Text Published. 


The text of the British proposals, 
which was made public, fixes the com- 
tonnage of cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines below the age 
limit for replacement at 590,000 tons 
for Great Britain and the United 
States, and 385,000 tons for Japan. 

In addition, each power would be en- 
titled to retain 25 per cent of its total 
tonnage in warships over the age limit. 
After fixing the age limit of 10,000-ton 
cruisers at 18 years, and of all other 
cruisers at 16 years, destroyers at 16 
years and submarines at 13 years, the 
British plan authorizes the retention of 
the following warships of over 6,000 
tons: 

For Great Britain, four cruisers of the 
Hawkins class, carrying 7.5-inch guns; 
the cruiser York, carrying 8-inch guns, 
and two cruisers of the Emerald class, 
carrying 6-inch guns. 

For the United States, ten cruisers of 
the Omaha class, carrying 6-inch guns. 

For Japan, four cruisers of the Furu- 
taka class, carrying 8-inch guns. 

The British proposals then make 4 
suggestion concerning secondary 8-inch- 
gun cruisers, which the Japanese and 
American experts have some difficulty 
in interpreting. It is that the British 
delegation, recognizing that its pro- 
posal to divide cruisers into 10,000 tons 
and 6,000 tons would leave the United 
States with no 8-inch-gun cruisers in 
the class of these ships detailed above, 
is prepared to agree to the construction 
by the United States “of vessels which, 
in the opinion of the naval advisers of 
the three delegations, would result in 
the equalization of the strength of the 
British emptre and the United States in 
this class.” 


Fire, or Perhaps Loss 


Some experts estimate that this would 
limit American secondary  §8-inch- 
gun cruisers to five, this quintet count- 
erbalancing Great Britain’s four Hawk- 
ins cruisers and the cruiser York. Others 
think that under the British plan 
8-inch cruisers would be fewer in 
number because the United States’ 
Omaha class cruisers would be counted 
as further limiting American possibili- 
ties, as they number ten compared with 
Great Britain’s two of the Emerald class. 

After making this provision for equal- 
ization, the British plan divides the 
cruisers into two classes. First, 10,000- 
ton cruisers; second, smaller cruisers of 
& maximum displacement of 6,000 tons 
and mounting guns not exceeding 6- 
inch caliber. 

It then proceeds to limit to twelve in 
number the 10,000-ton vessels to be 
possessed by Great Britain and the 
United States, with eight for Japan. 

It is deemed doubtful here that 
America would accept twelve as the num- 
ber of 10,000-ton vessels, even if liberty 
were granted in the construction of 
other 8-inch-gun cruisers—a_ liberty 
which seems clearly denied under the 
new British scheme. 

Tonnage of Submarines. 

The British plan fixes the maximum 
tonnage of submarines at 90,000 for 
Great Britain and the United States 
and 60,000 for Japan, but does not sug- 
gest any separate total tonnage for 
either cruisers or destroyers. 

Then at the end of the British 
document comes a clause which has 
perhaps excited more comment in 
Geneva tonight than any other provi- 
sion. It is that, with the exception of 
certain restrictions mentioned in previ- 
ous parts of the plan, the total ton- 
nage allocated to each power may be 
used as each power thinks fit. 

The Japanese and American experts 
interpret this clause to mean that the 
British would reserve the right to put 
into the cruiser category tonnage now 
utilized in both destroyers and sub- 
marines, thus virtually supporting the 
principle of total or “global” tonnage 
so actively advocated by France and 
Italy during the meetings of the 
League of Nations preparatory commis- 
sion on disarmament. 


No Agreement Expected. 


(Associated Press.) 


Decision of the chief delegates to 
the Geneva naval conference to hold 
a plenary session next Monday was 
regarded in official circles here as indi- 
cating that the conference would 
terminate without an agreement on 
naval limitation. 

The text of the British proposals 
submitted at yesterday’s conversation 
in Geneva has not reached Washing- 
ton Officially. Officials pointed out, 
however, that the communique, issued 
after the meeting in Geneva, referred 
to these proposals as in line with 
previous suggestions “‘subject to certain 
modifications.” 

The form of that statement was re- 
garded as indicating that the new Brit- 
ish proposals failed to change in any 
respect the fundamental differences in 
opinion on the cruiser strength prob- 
lem of the conference.

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CONFERENCES AID 
AMITY OF NATIONS, 
SAYS DR, GARFIELD 


President of Institute of Poli- 
tics Sees Great Work 
by Citizens, 


Williamstown, Mass., July 28 (AP.). 
International amity and understanding 
depend on an enlightened citizenry 
rather than a revised government, Dr. 
Harry A. Garfield, president of the In- 
stitute of Politics, declared in a convo- 
cation speech before the seventh an- 
nual session of that body here this 
afternoon. 

“Why not stop tinkering with the 
machinery of government, therefore, 
why not let it stand as it is?” he 
queried. “Why add commission to 
commission, and pile office on office 
when by the simple device of citizen 
conferences we may accomplish all 
that is really desirable?” 

“Conference, the educational method, 
is the most potent method the citizen 
can employ, because it dispels ignor- 
ance and drives out fear,” he asserted. 
“More is accomplished by the confer- 
ence method, by mutual exchange of 
ideas, sifting of evidence, fact-finding, 
and the study of great questions now 
before the nations of the world than 
if citizens demoralized parliaments or 
congresses or sought by any other 
means to bring their influences to bear 
on those charged with responsibility 
for government.” 


Six Conferences Exist. 


Six such conferences now exist in 
America to consider world problems 
and conditions, Dr. Garfield pointed 
out. They are the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, which closes its sessions in 
Honolulu today; the Institute of Poli- 
tics in Chicago, now convening; a study 
of international politics, now being 
made at the University of California; a 
Similar study just being completed at 
the University of Georgia, and a study 
of economic and social problems at the 
University of Virginia. 

“None of these institutes is clothed 
with official power, and each secks, by 
the conference method, to understand 
aims of ambitions, the needs and de- 
Sires of peoples of different nations,” he 
asserted. “Their existence: means that 
groups of people here and there are 
convinced that isolation is no longer 
possible for America. 

“They perceive that it is no longer 
a question of whether, but how, we 
shall take our place at the council table 
of world powers.” 

Because the ideals of both powers in 
world affairs are similar, diplomatic re- 
lations between England and America 
would not suffer from possible failure 
of the disarmament conference in Ge- 
neva, Sir Arthur Willert, of the Brit- 
ish foreign office, speaking in an unof- 
ficial capacity, told the institute today. 

Both countries are out for all the 
disarmament possible, he said, but Eng- 
land’s naval requirements must neces- 
sarily differ from America’s because of 
Britain’s reliance on foreign and colo- 
nial markets. The British foreign pol- 
icy, conditioned and motivated by the 
world markets on which England sub- 
sists, he said, is at one with the Ameri-

GERMANS PROTEST 
NICARAGUAN FIGHTING 


U. S. Troops Have No Busi- 
ness on Soil of Independent 
Land, They Hold. 


Berlin, July 28 (A.P.).—The German 
League for Human Rights has issued a 
protest against American activities in 
Nicaragua, the protest being forwarded 
to Senators Borah, Brookhart and 
Wheeler, to President Calles, of Mexico, 
and to the Commission for Intellec- 
tual Cooperation, now in session. 

“American troops have no business 
on the soil of other independent states 
and it is not the business of American 
cabinet members to abuse other na- 
tions,” the protest says. 

The protest condemns the bombing 
of Ocotal (presumably this refers to 
the bombing of the forces of Gen. San- 
dino which attacked Ocotal, and an 
American marine outpost there July 16) 
and demands that American public 
opinion insists on the removal of the 
responsible commander, as was done in 
the case of the late British Gen. Dyer 
on the occasion of the “massacres of 
Amritsar,” India. 


GRAY NOT TO APPEAR 
AGAINST MRS. SNYDER 


Will Not Testify in Insurance 
Suit; Not Decent, Says 
His Lawyer. 


Ossining, N. Y. July 28 (AP.). 
Henry Judd Gray, on advice of his coun- 
sel, will not testify against Mrs. Ruth 
Snyder, his one-time paramour, in her 
legal fight to save the $100,000 insur- 
ance for her 9-year-old daughter, Lor- 
raine. 


The Prudential Insurance Co. !s con- 
testing the payment of the insurance 
taken on the life of Mrs. Snyder's hus- 
band, for whose death both have been 
sentenced to death. 

“He can not with any degree of de- 
cency answer any questions which may 
reflect upon a woman,” said Samuel L. 
Miller. his lawyer. Gray _ testified 
against Mrs. Snyder at the murder trial, 
but Miller explained that “it is differ- 
ent for a man to testify against a 
woman when his life is at stake, but he 
should not testify against her in a civil 
suit.”

NEW YORK’S SUBWAY TRUCE. 


The combatant factions in the New York 
subway strike have declared a truce. Verbally 
they have agreed to submerge their differences 
until the city can evolve a plan for unification 
of the existing transit lines. There is nothing 
in writing to bind either side to keep the 
peace, and the armistice had no sooner been 
declared than subway officials and labor lead- 
ers expressed divergent views on the meaning 
Union representatives insisted 
that they could, under the agreement, continue 
their efforts to unionize the transit workers. 
The employers said that any such course would 
be resisted by them. 

The strike threat continues, therefore, to 
hang over the metropolis with all of its possi- 
ble dangers.

EW YORK, July 28 (A.P.).—Fred- 

die Welsh, former lightweight 
champion of the world, died to- 

day in a West Side hotel. His once 
splendid body a flabby wreck and his 
once fat, »urse quite empty, the maid 
venturing into his room to tidy it 
found the body of one of the prize 
ring’s greatest stylists lying on the 
floor clad in flowered pajamas. Near an 
outstretched hand that once shot 
through space to his opponent’s jaw, 
lay Freddie’s sole companion in death, 
“Elbert Hubbard of East 
On an opened page, well 
was the apothegm: “Get 
happiness out of your work or 
will never know what happiness

A physician ascribed Freddie’s death 
to heart disease. The fighter’s wife, 


Grahana Welsh, left her work as house- 


keeper at another hotel nearby and | 


between sobs told the story of Freddie’s | 
last days. 

“it was his heart that killed 
him, all right,” Mrs. Welsh said. “It 
was broken. When Freddie had 
money any friend could get it 
from him. When he was strapped 
they didn’t Know him. He _ died 
without a cent to’his name. He re- 
cently hocked two of his belts, val- 
ued at $1,000. 


“Only last week,’’ the widow went on, 
grimly drying her eyes, “Jack Dempsey, 
whom Freddie defended when he was 
called a slacker, was in town, and he 
wouldn’t even come to see Freddie. 
Freddie was sick, and he wrote Demp- 
sey a letter, asking Jack to just stop 
in and say ‘Hello.’ Freddie never even 
got an answer to that letter.” 

Although Freddie retired from the 
ring some years ago, he fought his 
last fight about ten days ago, when, in 
the semidarkness of a West Side street, 
near the hotel, where he died, the for- 
mer champion “took on” an acquaint- 
ance. Nothing was known of the fight 
until Freddie showed up in a police 
court the next morning to answer a 
disorderly conduct charge. The “little 
dancing master,” as he was called, had 
a black eye, but he gamely explained 
to the magistrate that he had just been 
in a friendly bout with a friend, and 
was discharged. 


Welsh, whose real name was Fred 
Hall Thomas, was born in Ponty- 
pridd, Wales, March 6, 1886. He 
came to the United States before 
the war and this country was his 
home. He wot the lightweight 
crown from Willie Ritchie Julv 
1974, in a furious 20-round battle 
in London.

He lost his title to Benny Leonard 
in New York, May 28, 1917, being 
stopped in the ninth round, 

During the war, Freddie was a camp 
boxing instructor, and after the war 
he did reconstruction work at Walter 
Reed Hospital, Washington, D. C. He 
Was a reserve corps captain, For 
time after his retirement from the 
ring, Welch operated a conditioning 
farm at Summit, N. J., but his wife 
explained that he had neglected this

fully. 


He said that he had been shown the 
United States Golf Association ama- 
teur definition and was asked if he 
had ever violated any of their provi- 
sions, his answer being in the nega- 
tive, with the ,additional statement 
that no such accusation had ever been 
made against him. 

Voigt had also positively denied, he 
said, ever receiving any remuneration 
for playin, in exhibition matches. He 
had also discussed with . Chairman 
Ramsay, he said, each paragraph of 
the finding of the local committee and 
had characterized these findings as 
not only untrue in many particulars 
but also unjust and unfair:
